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Eatery 
remains 
closed

While the owner remains in- 
capacitated with a serious leg 
wound, Baldo’s Restaurant on 
Wayne Road in Romulus has 
closed indefinitely. 

The owner, Pompeo Di- 
milia, 43, was shot by a robber 
May 13, when he failed to give 
one of a pair of bandits any 
more money. 

The two thieves entered the 
strip mall eatery about 11 p.m. 

May 13 and ordered all the em- 
ployees and customers to sur- 
render their wallets and other 
cash, police said. 

Not satisfied with the 
amount confiscated, police 
said, one of the bandits forced 
Dimilia into his piivate office 
and demanded other financial 
receipts. 

When Dimilia claimed he 
had no more cash on the prem- 
ises, police said, the bandit 
shot him in the leg. He report- 
edly first was taken to An- 
napolis Hospital and then to 
the University Hospitals in 
Ann Arbor, where he under- 
went extensive treatment. 

A spokesman at Baldo’s 
Restaurant in Brownstown 
Township stated, “He is still 
being treated for the leg injury 
at University Hospitals. I don’t 
know when the restaurant will 
reopen.” 

Romulus Detective Lt. Ken- 
neth Kraus said Tuesday, “We 
have yet to identify the pair of 
gunmen.” 

The descriptions given fol- 
lowing the holdup included a 
muscular black male, about 
6-feet, 2 (or 4) inches tall, sport- 
ing a mustache and wearing a 
dark hat, shirt and shorts. He 
was said to be carrying a blue 
steel automatic pistol. 

The second robber was de- 
scriber as a smaller black 
male, about 5-feet, 7-inches 
tall, with a thin build, wearing 
a black stocking cap and red 
and blue faded plaid shirt. He 
was carrying a small automatic 
pistol, police said. 

Anyone with additional in- 
formation on the shooting is 
urged by investigators to call 
the Romulus police at 941-8400 
or 942 6879.

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Tiger owners 
study Romulus 
stadium plan

Romulus city officials have 
given the Mike Ilitch family 
the requested information 
necessary to facilitate the 
move of the Tiger Stadium 
from downtown Detroit to Ro- 
mulus by the owners, accord- 
ing to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. 

“We always have positive 
sessions with them (the Ilitch 
family),” McAnally said, “and 
we know the game isn’t over 
yet. (Last Wednesday) we fi- 
nally had our turn at bat. The 
issue is still open as we haven’t 
even gotten to seventh inning 
stretch time yet.” 

McAnally has repeatedly 
kept the Ilitch family informed 
that arrangements could be 
made to have the new Tiger 
Stadium built in Romulus at 
no cost to the Ilitch family. 

The mayor also has repeat- 
edly said that she feels Detroit 
is the first preference in the 
Tiger Stadium competition. 
But if state funds fall short and 
the stadium cannot be built in 
the Fox Town area, McAnally 
said emphatically, “We feel 
that Romulus has to be consid- 
ered the first alternative.” 

McAnally said the proximity 
to Detroit Metro Airport is a 
key attraction as is the fact

for the stadium.” 

She made her latest state- 
ments regarding the stadium 
at a political gathering that at 
traded about 150 McAnally 
supporters May 19 at the Ro- 
mulus Marriott Hotel. 

That night it was reported 
Detroit Mayor Dennis Archer 
had visited Lansing in search 
of a scaled-down state funding 
plan and McAnally felt a Mich- 
igan Legislature-Hitch family 
deal could be imminent. 

But on May 23, McAnally re- 
vealed that the city was still 
being encouraged by the Ilitch 
family to attend the planned 
May 25 meeting, where it could 
present the case for the sta- 
dium move to Romulus.

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Man sentenced to 5-year 
probation in car break-in

While his alleged Westland 
accomplice awaits a Nov. 2 
jury trial on charges of assault 
with intent to commit murder, 
a 19-year-old Canton Township 
man was sentenced to five 
years probation for breaking 
and entering a vehicle causing 
damage. 

Jeffrey Shawn Crowe 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
breaking and entering before 
Detroit Recorder’s Judge War- 
field Moore, Jr. 

Westland resident Michael 
Raymond Alexander, 20. who 
posted a $15,000 bond, could 
face a maximum sentence of 
life imprisonment if convicted 
of the assault charge and up to 
five years or a $1,000 fine on 
each of the two counts of 
breaking and entering. 

The alleged incident oc- 
curred March 11 when five 
men, who were inside the 
Landings Apartment complex, 
located at 7000 Lakeview in 
Westland, heard one of their 
car alarms go off and went 
down to investigate, according

liminary examination in West- 
land 18th District Court. 

Once outside, victim Vince 
Scovel said he saw the back 
window of his friend’s 1987 
Ford Mustang broken out and 
Alexander half-way inside the 
car door. Scovel and the other 
two witnesses began to pursue 
Alexander and Crowe, who 
was sitting inside a red Cava- 
lier parked behind the Mus- 
tang. 

According to Mustang 
owner Daniel Rohring, he no- 
ticed one car speaker was mis- 
sing and began to chase the 
car. 

“I threw a flashlight at the 
car speeding away and it broke 
the window. The other two be- 
gan chasing him (Alexander) 


and I chased him too with my 
dog,” Rohring testified. 

According to Scovel, the 
men pursued Alexander and 
Scovel captured him and 
wrestled him to the ground. 
During the struggle, Scovel tes- 
tified that he was stabbed 
three times. 

According to Scovel, after 
he was stuck with the knife, his 
companions kicked and 
punched Alexander and the 
dog attacked him. 

Scovel, who suffered four 
wounds, was transported to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
where he received stitches to 
his right shoulder. He suffered 
wounds over his left shoulder 
as well, but testified that they 
could not be stitched because 
the wound was too wide.

Jury trial ordered in sexual assault charge

A Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court judge decided 
May 20 that there is enough ev- 
idence for a jury trial involv- 
ing an Inkster man who is 
suspected of allegedly sexu- 
ally assaulting a 16-year-old 
Westland girl near the railroad 
tracks in Wayne May 22, 1993. 

A Nov. 2 jury trial has been 
scheduled for Freddie D. Trip- 
lett, 30. He was arraigned in an 
out county court in March, and 
a $50,000 cash bond was set, ac- 


cording to Wayne Police Lt. 
Mel Drews. 

Triplett is charged with two 
counts of assault with intent to 
murder and first-degree crimi- 
nal sexual conduct, according 
to Drews. 

“The victim was beaten very 
badly, left to die,” Drews said. 

The incident occurred near 
Swanson Street and Merriman 
Road at approximately 9 p.m., 
according to Drews. The teen- 
ager was visiting her grand- 
mother that day. 

“She was distraught about a 


member of her family who 
died and decided to take a 
walk,” Drews said. 

That walk turned almost 
into a deadly incident for the 
victim. It was between 8:30 
p.m. and 9 p.m. when the West- 
land girl ventured out and was 
met by her assailant who 
forced himself on her, accord- 
ing to Drews. 

After the assault occurred, 
Wayne police Sgt. Bob McIn- 
tyre stated the teen-ager was 
tied up with her own clothing 
by the defendant. 


“After some time she man- 
aged to untie herself and went 
to her grandmother’s house,” 
McIntyre said. 

The victim was taken to An- 
napolis Hospital by her 
mother. Drews said they were 
able to locate the suspect due 
to the tremendous amount of 
community support and out- 
standing investigative work by 
McIntyre. 

If Triplett is found guilty of 
assault with intent to murder 
and first-degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct, he could receive 
up to life in prison.

Charles Griffiths, who has lived in Romulus for a dozen 
or so years, went to the council meeting in good faith. He 
had spent hours and hours analyzing and interpreting the 
budget, apparently something no one else has done. True, 
his research was prompted as part of his required studies 
for his master’s degree in public administration from the 
University of Michigan-but the findings prompted his at- 
tempts to speak to the mayor and the city council. 

He has found what he labels as major deficiencies in 
the budget, he has found inaccuracies in reporting and he 
has found, he claims, practices which are beyond th 
realm of the normal, accepted standards for community 
financial reporting and accounting. In short, he has found, 
he says, that the financial management of the city is 
shoddy, sorely lacking in adherence to good accounting 
principles and in need of some professional attention if 
the city is to be saved from a catastrophic deficit very soon. 

True, Mr. Griffiths attempted to provide the council 
members with a great deal more information in one sitting 
than nearly any human mind without a degree in public 
accounting could comprehend. And it is also true that Mr. 
Griffiths’ enthusiasm for his subject sometimes clouds the 
message he is attempting to send. 

But he does have a message-that is obvious. When he 
questioned the accounting practices and fund balance, the 
mayor informed Mr. Griffiths that the city had won awards 
for the very work he was criticizing. Those awards, he is 
quick to point out, are for the cosmetic appearance of the 
report and the truthfulness of it-that is, do the numbers 
add to the correct totals, not is the money being spent 
correctly and adequately managed for a city the size of 
Romulus. 

We believe that Mr. Griffiths has done an incredible job 
of research and analysis of this budget, has poured his 
heart and soul, along with innumerable hour of work, into 
this project. We believe the members of the Romulus City 
Council, the mayor and the city administrators should lis- 
ten to the message rather than the messenger. 

We believe his assertions are worth some examination 
and some study. We think that there is a strong probability 
that much of what he has found is true and that something 
needs to be done to prevent irreparable harm being done 
to the city. 

And we believe the reaction to Mr. Griffiths’ message is 
a strong indication that he may have stubbed his toe on the 
very tip of the iceberg. 


Something to remember 

We were astounded this week when during the Memo- 
rial Day parade in the Wayne-Westland area, we were 
handed political literature by candidates for office. 

This is not a time for political campaigning. This is a 
time to remember that men and women died for our coun- 
try. This is a time to remember that we owe an incredible 
debt to those who serve this country in the Armed Forces. 
This is a time to look back with respect, gratitude and 
celebration of the way of life these people won for us. 
These people lost their lives, their health, their limbs and 
their futures. Many of them who returned physically whole 
are still tortured by the horrors they witnessed and the 
psychological effects of the atrocities man can inflict on 
his own kind. 

We respect the political process. We are glad the candi- 
dates appeared to do honor to those who sacrificed their 
lives for their right to be campaigning for office. 

But many of us interpreted the distribution of political 
literature as disrespectful to those we had come to honor. 
It was the wrong time and the wrong place. 

And we’ll remember it in the voting booth.

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Classrooms 
called ‘filthy’ by 
teacher 

To the editor: 

No doubt you and your 
readers will be surprised that 
a teacher would write this let- 
ter but I feel compelled to 
make the community aware of 
a serious matter concerning 
the health and safety of stu- 
dents at Schweitzer Elemen- 
tary School and no doubt at 
other buildings throughout the 
district. I have already tried 
other avenues to resolve this 
serious problem; meetings, 
grievances, contacting Mr. 
Richard LeBlane a school 
board member; all to no avail. 

Over the last few years there 
has been a deterioration in the 
maintenance and cleaning of 
our schools. Classrooms that 
were once vacuumed each day 
have now been scheduled for 
every other day. When custo- 
dians are absent, subs if they 
come to school usually only do 
emergency cleaning; lavato- 
ries, boards, waste baskets, 
and hallways. Sometimes all to 
often, classrooms go three to 
five days not being vacuumed. 

I wonder how many parents 
are aware that students eat in 
the classrooms each day? You 
can only imagine the smells af- 
ter lunch, crumbs on the desks 
and flooring, not to mention 
the many spills from milk, pop, 
etc. Carpeting is only cleaned 
once a year, during the sum- 
mer, and last year the only car- 
peting cleaned was the rooms 
where students had eaten. The 
flooring is filthy. 

At Schweitzer we have sev- 
eral classrooms in dire need of 
new carpeting. The carpeting 
has large holes causing desks 
and chairs to overturn. Some 
students and teachers have 
tripped because of these holes. 
Supposedly the tape that was 
placed over these gaping holes 
is supposed to resolve the 
problem; however, the tape is 
not sticking and is turning 
back. This causes an unsafe 
condition for students and 
staff. 

Last summer custodians 
were directed to only clean in 
the schools as far up as they 
could reach. Consequently the 
lights, rafters, blinds, ledges 
and windows beyond the cus- 
todians reach are filthy. The 
dust lies thick, gray, and black. 
The walls look like no one has 
every 7 cleaned them, tile floors 
have the first waxed into them, 
and if teachers or students 
don’t clean the doors leading 
into the lavatories they are sel- 
dom washed. How sanitary is 
this environment for students? 



Is such dirt a contribution fac- 
tor to illness and does the dust 
have an effect on anyone with 
allergies? 

No one should be surprised 
that we have insects and some 
classrooms mice. With stu- 
dents leaving crumbs from eat- 
ing, and the rooms so poorly 
kept clean, there is plenty for a 
mouse to eat. 

Some teachers had vacuum 
cleaners. Perish the thought 
that we would want to keep the 
room a little cleaner. I was di- 
rected to remove my vacuum 
or face discipline proceedings. 

1 am a teacher and supposed to 
teach; custodians are sup- 
posed to clean, but the clean- 
ing is not being done. Electric 
vacuums are out, but teachers 
are allowed to use a Bissell 
floor sweeper and cleaning 
liquid to help keep the room 
clean; just a little clean! How 
many administrators go even 
one day without their work 
area vacuumed and no doubt 
dusted? Don’t the students of 
the district deserve the same 
amount of cleaning where the/ 
work five days a week? 

Drastic cuts were made in 
custodians last year. Many 
have never been called back. 
Most custodians work hard, 
some don’t; and little to no ac- 
tion has been taken to correct 
the problem. It should be ap- 
parent that if you cut custodial 
help, classrooms will not be 
cleaned. Administrators cut 
and we bleed, what’s new? 

I would encourage parents 
to get involved in this serious 
matter. Find out why students 
eat in the classrooms. Ask why 
adequate custodial help is not 
provided for the schools. De- 
mand that classrooms be kept 
as clean as administrators of- 
fices. 

To quote from the custodian 
manual “A clean building pro- 
vides pleasant, cheerful learn- 
ing and working conditions. . .” 
Illness and disease can be best 
controlled by proper cleaning 
and disinfecting procedures.” 

If there are any teachers, 
parents, or administrators who 
feel that I am overly con- 
cerned about this matter, don’t 
worry, it is doubtful anything is 
going to change. The dust and 
dirt will get a little thicker and 
the status quo will remain. At 
least no one can say they were 
not made aware of these de- 
plorable conditions in our 
schools.

What’s cookin’? 

Local chef excels with special pies, breads

There’s no doubt that Tom 
Preniczky is the best - most in- 
novative - cook on the block. 
And, if you have any questions, 
just take a bite of his Innova- 
tive Apple-Cherry Pie. 

Preniczky, who resides in 
Westland, is one of the Green 
field Village chefs who de 
signed special foods for the 
new restaurant, A Taste of His- 
tory. 

Because his specialty is des- 
serts, Preniczky was called up 
to provide a new twist to the 
all-American favorite, apple 
pie. 

“It’s not really a historical 
recipe, but it is based on the 
foods available and popular in 
early America,” Preniczky 
said. “I used the dried cherries 
because dried fruits were used 
a lot in cooking and baking 
during that period,” 

Nothing on the menu can be 
described as ordinary. Each 
food item has either a special 
place in history or was 
adapted from some type of tra- 
ditional fare. For example, a 
Dandy Weed Salad, a special 
recipe of George Washington 
Carver, is on the menus as well 
as a Colonial Herb Soup as 
prepared at the Daggett Farm 
and a Black Bean Soup as pre- 
pared at the Firestone Farm. 

The Greenfield Village chef 
became interested in cooking 
and baking as a youngster 
watching both of his parents 
cook. 

“Their cooking sparked my 
interest in cooking, especially 
my father. When I was growing 
up, you didn’t see too many fa- 
thers in the kitchen,” he said. 
“I enjoy cooking and baking at 
work, but I don’t find time 
when I’m at home. I go to 
school, and my wife and I have 
a 16-month-old child, so there’s 
really no time for elaborate 
meals at home.”

Preniczky said his job at 
Greenfield Village has been a 
rare opportunity for a chef. 
Not only are the surroundings 
pleasant, but he has been able 
to have a hand in developing 
new items for the menu. 

“Our executive chef guides 
me, but he also lets me do my 
own thing. I have a hardwork 
ing, dedicated staff. Without 
them I wouldn’t be able to do 
the job that I do,” he said. “It’s 
also wonderful to work in a 
new kitchen where all of the 
equipment is new and there is 
air conditioning, too.” 

The kitchen at A Taste of 
History cooks foods for its own

Innovative Apple-Cherry Pie 
7-1/2 cups Granny Smith ap- 
ples 

1 cup died cherries 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 cup (granulated) sugar 
1-1/2 tablespoon cornstarch 
1 teaspoon salt 
1-1/2 teaspoon ground cinna- 
mon 

1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Prepare dough for a 10-inch 
pie shell and top crust. Peel, 
core and slice apples. 

Combine apples, dried cher- 
ries and lemon juice in a large 
bowl; toss. In a separate bowl, 
combine sugar, cornstarch, 
salt and spices in a bowl; toss. 

Add dry ingredients to fruit 
mixture and toss thoroughly. 
Spoon filling into pie shell and 
cover with top crust. Bake one 
hour.

A Westland man charged

It was only a few minutes be- 
fore police arrested Jones sev- 
eral blocks from the Dearborn 


Police Department. 

The victim was taken to 
Oakwood Hospital. Police offi- 
cials stated that the Detroit 
man was expected to be re- 
leased from the hospital May 
27. 

Jones appeared for an ar- 
raignment May 23 in the 19th 
District Court before Judge 
William Runco. A $100,000 
bond was set. 

If the defendant is found 
guilty of assault with intent to 
murder and felony firearm, he 
could receive up to life in 
prison, according to police.

Garage sales provide

Spring officially arrives 
when tulips bloom, lilacs blos- 
som. robins return and garage 
sale signs sprout around the 
neighborhood. 

Garage sales are indisputa- 
ble proof that “one man’s trash 
. is another man's treasure." 

Shoppers browsing through 
boxes and crates and on tables 
and hangers soon find that 
there is a wealth of treasure in 
the discards of the sellers. 

And, there also is a “trea- 
sure” for the garage sale oper- 
ator as he or she earns dollars 
for the items that are no longer 
useful or needed by the house- 
hold. 

Items most in demand in ga- 
rage sales are appliances, 
baby items, bikes, lawn furni- 
ture, musical instruments, 
sports equipment, used 
clothing and toys.

“When writing your ad. be- 
gin with a few larger items and 
include some catchy wording," 
Richardson advised. “Our clas- 
sified people can help with the 
wording of your ad.” 

She advises garage sale op- 
erators not to place their 
phone numbers in their ads 
because they may wind up an- 
swering the phone during the 
sale hours and not be able to 
take care of customers. 

“Set displays up early and 
put everything you have to sell 
out first, because the best 
crowds are usually at the 
start," Richardson said. 

She noted that a free book- 
let, Have Your Own Garage Sale, 
is available to those who place 
their garage sale notices in the 
classified section of Associated 
Newspapers by calling 729-3300 
or 697 9191. 

The booklet includes ideas 
on when and where to conduct 
sales, items that are in de- 
mand, how to display and 
price items.

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Drug bust nets $70,000 in narcotics, electronics

A recent undercover police operation in 
Wayne has resulted in the arrest of a 33-year-old 
man police believe may be one of the largest- 
volume drug dealers in the county. 

Jonathon Baker, 33 of Wayne, was arraigned in 
an out-county court May 28 on charges of drug 
trafficking and possession with intent to deliver. 

He is being held in the Wayne County jail in 
lieu of a $350,000 cash bond, according to Wayne 
Police Lt. Mel Drews. 

“This arrest was a result of a lengthy investiga- 
tion,” Drews said. “This individual is considered 
a major drug player in the area.” 


Police seized approximately $70,000 worth of 
drugs from the defendant’s Park Hill apartment 
in Wayne. Upon entry, officers also found nu- 
merous electronic items and jewelry which is sus- 
pected to have been stolen. 

“The defendant is a parole violator,” Drews 
said. “He was running a business in Inkster and 
in this area. Several of the articles that were 
stolen were from Brighton.” 

Wayne Police Chief John Colligan said his de- 
partment worked numerous hours on the case, 
and he was very pleased with the arrest. 

“I can’t praise enough the caliber and commit- 
ment of Lt. Mel Drews and Sgt. Michael Sum- 
eracki,” said Colligan. “When this case started to 
unfold, these two individuals worked non-stop 


until they had the person in custody. 


“We’re talking about a street value of drugs 
seized worth $50,000 to $70,000. I’m pleased we 
were able to take a major narcotics seller off of 
the streets.” 


A June 8 examination has been scheduled for 
Baker before 29th District Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. Drews said if the defendant is found 
guilty of drug trafficking and possession with in- 
tent to deliver, he could receive up to 20 years in 
prison. 


Baker is also a fourth-time habitual criminal, 
according to Drews, which means he could also 
receive up to a life sentence. 


Big wheel 

Cyclist's bike is 
featured in film

Bill Smith is literally a “big wheel” in cycling 
circles. 

Not only does the Westland resident ride an 
antique high-wheel bike, but he is the state cap- 
tain of the Wheelmen bicycle club. 

Because Smith is well known as a collector of 
bicycles, he was asked by Greenfield Village 
officials to provide a vintage bicycle for movie- 
maker James Burke when he filmed a segment 
of Connections 2 at the village. 

“I received a call asking for two men’s safety 
bikes of the 1890s period,” Smith said. “I had 
one available, and I quickly fixed up the second 
bike and brought them to Greenfield Village.” 

Smith explained that the “safety” bike is 
what we would refer to as a standard bicycle, as 
opposed to the high-wheel, “bone-shaker” that 
preceded it. 

The filmmaker rode one of the bikes for the 
“picnic” segment of the special, in which he 
cycles around the village and picnics on a 
grassy slope across from the covered bridge. 
The 20-part series appears on The Leaning 
Channel, but as yet, the Greenfield Village seg- 
ment has not been aired. 

“The bike he rode was a Lovell Diamond, but 
I can’t identity the other bike because it had no 
name plate,” Smith said. “Some people collect 
only bicycle name plates. They remove them 
from the bicycles, and later when the bikes are 
sold, the purchaser has no idea what make it is 
unless there is some special identification on 
it.”

“They will have their day in court.” 


Hines aid reveal that one of the ministers is from West- 
land; the other from Canton Township. He would not say 
which newspaper the reporter employs the reporter. 

“Who knows,” Hines quipped, “he may have been on 
special assignment.” 

Hines said that during a period of four weeks some 70 
men have been arrested on various sex charges. He said 
one of the men said he was from Kentucky. But the majority 
were from the area. 

“You’ll find people who work for the major auto com- 
panies in this latest group that we arrested, and you know I 
would hate to be in their shoes. What do these people tell 
their wives and their children?” 

Hines said that the department is going to continue the 
crackdown on “johns” and said that the message to those 
seeking drugs and sex in Inkster is clear. 

“If you break the law, you’re going to pay. We don t care 
who you area or what your profession is.” 


3 area men convicted in house firebombing

An Inkster woman told a Wayne County Recorder's Court 
jury that she owed drug money to an Inkster drug dealer 
and when she was late paying, they firebombed her house. 

Kimberly Fox, the victim and key witness against the 
three men, said her house had been raked with bullets the 
week before someone tossed three fire bombs into her 
modest home located in the southeast section of the city. 

Fox’s testimony helped convict the defendants: Donyal 
Wesley, 22; Edward Brown, 20, and Dana Freeman, 22 - all of 
Inkster - of arson. 

The wpek-long case was tried in the courtroom Judge 


Helen Brown, who has not set a sentencing date. 

According to police and court records, Fox was standing 
in front of her house on Nov. 27, 1993 when the defendant, 
Wesley, pulled up in his car with the two co-defendants in 
the vehicle. 

She said an argument followed the meeting and Wesley 
returned to the vehicle but not before he threatened her 
and warned that: “We are going to smoke this bitch out.” 
The three men then drove off. 

Later that evening. Fox told the court that she was in her 
house with a friend when someone threw three fire bombs 
into the building. One of the bombs landed in the bedroom.

Voters to decide fate

The Romulus Community 
School District, which is losing 
30.15 mills following voters’ ap- 
proval of the Proposal A 
school funding plan, will prob- 
ably be asking district voters 
to approve a 3-5 mill package 
this fall, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell an- 
nounced today. 

“The state’s claim that we 
will receive $160 more per 
child is not really true,” Assis- 
tant Superintendent Joel Carr 
stated, “because we are being 
asked to assume the em- 


ployee’s share of F1CA (about 
$2 million) and the district’s 
employee retirement costs 
(about another $800,000 to $1 
million.)” 

“The state supposedly will 
reimburse us for some of that 
money,” Carr said, “but the 
amount to be returned re- 
mains up in the air.” 

Since the Romulus School 
District is already $2 million in 
debt and will only receive “to- 
ken payments from the state in 
August and September,” it al- 
ready has borrowed $7.4 mil- 
lion on May 5 in anticipation of 
other shortfalls, Carr said.

knowledge and self-esteem, 
demonstrating a thorough 
knowledge of the subject 
taught and effectively teaching 
children, demonstrating class- 
room management, having a 
sound relationship with their 
fellow professionals and par- 
ents, and qualities which make 
them outstanding leaders and 
good citizens. 

“Mrs. Duncan daily pro- 
vides a safe, challenging envi- 
ronment for teaching and 


learning. She is a positive, up- 
beat person and is an asset to 
Lincoln School,” Greer wrote 
in her letter of recommenda- 
tion. 

When Greer first ap- 
proached Duncan to ask if she 
would accept the nomination, 
the fourth grade teacher said 
she was reluctant because 
there were several other 
teachers who had been educa- 
tors longer and were more ex- 
perienced. 

Although Duncan gradu- 
ated from Eastern Michigan 
University with a teaching de- 
gree in 1974, she decided to 
stay home and raise her two 
children, Katy, a sophomore at 
John Glenn High School and 
Neil, a graduate of John Glenn. 

The 43-year-old Westland 
resident and wife of 22 years 
iwent back to work in 1979 at 
the Wayne-Westland YMCA 
preschool and then on to Red 
Bell Nursery School in West- 
land. 

After returning to college to 
be re-certified as a teacher, 
Duncan became a substitute 
teacher in the Wayne- 
Westland School District in 
1985 and began teaching sec- 
ond grade at Hicks Elementary 
as a full- time instructor in 
1987. She also taught fifth and 
sixth grade at Lincoln and first 
grade at Elliott Elementary. 

“Diane believes in more 


than teaching reading, or En- 
glish or spelling. She believes 
in impacting the person, pro- 
viding an atmosphere where 
the individual learns their 
self-worth, their own impor- 
tance, and recognizes they, too, 
have something to offer to 
others,” Tomlinson wrote. 

According to Duncan, a 
good teacher is, “A person who 
will take time to stop and lis- 
ten to children when they’re 
speaking. People get busy and 
tend to ignore youngsters. It’s 
important to send a message 
that what they have to say is 
important.” 

The teacher added that it is 
also important to teach chil- 
dren how to locate resources. 

“Every time you teach a 
child something, they’re not al- 
ways ready to learn. You need 
to teach them about resources 
- where they can go to get help 
when they need it,” Duncan 
said. 

Duncan maintains an open 
classroom environment where 
students feel comfortable ask- 
ing questions. 

“Students are sometimes 
afraid of looking foolish. It’s 
important to establish a rap- 
port where children feel they 
can approach you and ask you 
questions,” Duncan said. 

“I could not have done it 
without the support of my fam- 
ily and other staff members,” 
Duncan added. 


Kindred spirits 

Teacher's class is family

Daly Elementary School 
teacher Jill Basherian thinks 
of her class as “family,” which 
is probably one of the reasons 
that she is a nominee for the 
Michigan Teacher of the Year 
award. 

“At the beginning of the 
term, I tell my class that we are 
together a large part of the day, 
and that they are my children. 
I’m not your mother, I tell 
them, but you are my children. 
We are a family together,” said 
Basherian.

“I want the kids to under- 
stand that it’s OK to make mis- 
takes, and that we must help 
each other to learn. Every one 
in the class has a different 
learning style and each one 
learns in different ways, and 
they bring different things 
from their home life and back- 
ground to the classroom," she 
said. 

Basherian said she hopes to 
convey her love of learning to 
the children in her class. 

“There is something new to 
learn every day. We never stop 
learning,” she said. “It is a 


wonderful world, and there 
are many wonderful things to 
learn about it.” 

“I respect the children and I 
want the children to respect 
me. I want us to work together 
as a team to find the best way 
to learn, and, hopefully, make 
learning a pleasure,” Bash- 
erian said. 

Basherian, who has been a 
teacher in the Westwood 
School District for more than 
22 years, has taught elemen- 
tary classes most of her career. 
Currently, she teaches 36 chil- 
dren in her third-grade class at 
Daly School. 

She acknowledges that 
teaching is “not easy” consid- 
ering the breakdown in family 
values and changes in society 
during the past decade. 

“Yes, teachers have more to 
do these days,” Basherian 
said. “We have to teach chil- 
dren how to work together and 
we have to teach social skills. 
For example, how do you work 
with someone who is not your 
best friend, and how do you 
disagree with someone with- 
out getting angry?” 

She is humble about her 
nomination for the top teacher 
award, saying, “There are a lot 
of good teachers here. I don’t 
think I do anything special.”

Science teacher brings diversity

Good teachers are the rule 
rather than the exception in 
the Plymouth- Canton Commu- 
nity Schools, each successful 
in their own way, but one 
teacher may receive national 
recognition for her education 
efforts. 

Carol Hudson Packard, a 
fourth-grade science teacher 
at Miller Elementary in Can- 
ton Township, said she knew 
nothing of her nomination for 
the Presidential Award for Ex- 
cellence in Science and Math- 
ematics Teaching, but found 
the process “quite exciting.” 

Packard’s nomination was 
sent to the State Department 
of Education last fall by school 
principal Sam Barresi who 
views it as “important to recog- 
nize the talents of individ- 
uals.” 

“It says something for these 
teachers just to be nomi- 
nated," he continued. “I sent 
the nomination in last fall, re- 
ceived some additional papers 
in the mail and wrote one of 
three letters of recommenda- 
tion.” 

Packard was selected as a 
state awardee for the Elemen- 
tary Presidential Awards for 
Excellence in Science Teach- 
ing several months ago. The 
science teacher was among 
three state winners who are 
now contenders for the na- 
tional award. 

“With a great deal of pride, 
the Department of Education 
has forwarded your name, 
along with the other candi- 
dates to the National Science 
Teachers Association,” reads 
the notification Packard re- 
ceived in May. “A national se- 


lection committee will select 
one candidate from Michigan 
to receive the prestigious 
award.” 

Packard joined the 
Plymouth-Canton school dis- 
trict 10 years ago at Miller Ele- 
mentary before being 
transferred to Bird Elemen- 
tary School. The Plymouth 
Township resident transferred 


back to Miller after three 
years. 

According to the veteran ed- 
ucator, the only secret of suc- 
cessful teaching is planning 
and vitality. 

“It’s really just being a nor- 
mal everyday teacher with en- 
thusiasm and focus.” she said. 
“When you like what you do, it

Computer careers encourged

Nick Kussey doesn’t think of 
himself as an extraordinary 
teacher, but apparently many 
others - including his students 
- believe that he is. 

“I don’t see myself as spe- 
cial. There are many excellent 
teachers at Belleville High 
School (BHS) - many who are 
more deserving of recogni- 
tion,” said Kussey, an elec- 
tronics instructor. “I guess 
someone in the administration 
submitted my name.” 

The vocational education 
teacher is one of several west- 
ern Wayne County teachers 
who has been recognized in a 
statewide teachers’ competi- 
tion. 


Kussey, who has been a 
teacher for 21 years, started 
the electronics program at 
BHS in 1984.

“If I do anything special, it 
is working with students in the 
vocational area who are not 
college bound,” Kussey said. 
“Sometimes these students 
needs are overlooked, al- 
though they are just as impor 
tant as others. That’s not a 
criticism of our school district, 
because I think it is a fantastic 
place. But, it is something that 
seems to be done in all 
schools.” 

Kussey noted that most high 
schools focus on college prep 
students. 


“I teach students, not just 
material,” said Kussey. “I try to 
set them on the right course.” 

Kussey said the electronics 
courses that he teaches pre- 
pare students for a good trade - 
one that will provide a good 
job and good money. 

“We give our students the 
opportunity to learn a skill, 
and with their talents and 
skills, they can go anywhere 
and be successful,” the BHS 
instructor said. 

For some students, elec- 
tronics is just not what their 
expectations were, and they 
can move on to something else; 
he said. But, for most, Kussey’s 
classes can mean a ticket tb 
success in a growing field.

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E very day, three or more children die 
from wounds inflicted by someone 
they knew, trusted and loved. That 
ugly, but accurate, data was com 
piled by the National Committee for 
the Prevention of Child Abuse. 

Between 1991-92, approximately 
3,629 of 11,733 reported child abuse 
cases were substantiated in Wayne County and 
those numbers continue to grow. 

Although the situation may appear hopeless, a 
group of.concerned citizens including musicians, 
corporation managers, foundation administra- 
tors, social service agency worker, media repre- 
sentatives, educators and celebrities have 
banded together in an effort to stop the abuse 
against children. 

The project, “If We Dare To Care,” is the cre- 
ation of Alyssa Martina, publisher of metroParent 
magazine in Detroit. 

A three-year planning and fund raising effort 
has now come to fruition with the creation of a 
unique cassette If We Dare To Care, a collection of 
music from leading musicians in the state that 
not only heightens the awareness of child abuse, 
but it also educates and informs listeners about 
the seriousness of the problem, according to Mar- 
tina. 

“This was such a marvelous project to work 
on,” Martina said. “We had a tremendous amount 
of support from corporations ineludingTARGET, 

The International Order of Foresters, Little Cae- 
sars, MichCon and The Detroit Edison Founda- 
tion. 

“Then we brought together the best musical 
talent in the state, and what was so wonderful is 
everyone hung their egos at the door. If we had to 
change a song, everyone worked together.” 

Martina said she was inspired by the “aid/ 
relief’ projects of Band Aid and Live Aid. 

“Initiatives like ‘Band Aid’ have proven very 
successful, but we felt it was time that the chil- 
dren were helped,” Martina said. “And who bet- 
ter to work on a musical project benefiting 
children than the very artists who perform for 
them." 

Martina worked together with national folk 
singer Josh White Jr. on the theme song of the 
cassette If I Care. Even Detroit Pistons star, Isiah 

Thomas, joined in the effort by recording a special message about ways in 
which listeners can identify child abuse situations and how to get involved. 

“Isiah was really terrific,” Martina said. “He made time during his 
practices to narrate the special messages in the cassette.” 

On April 24, Martina and White joined the ensemble of children’s per- 
formers who gathered at the Royal Oak Music Theater where each artist 
showcased a selection from the cassette. 

All proceeds from the concert went to the Michigan Committee for the 
Prevention of Child Abuse (MCPCA) for child abuse prevention programs. 

“We were so pleased by the turn out at the performance.” Martina said. 
“We had hundreds of supporters there, and everyone seemed to under 
stand the messages in the songs. Child abuse is a problem that won’t go 
away until we’re ready to address it. We can’t just sit back any more and let 
it happen. We have to start doing something about it.” 

White, who has performed in numerous theaters throughout the U.S. 
relays a message of respect and spirituality through his performances. He 
said, “It was an honor to be a part of a project that directly assists chil- 
dren.” 

“Child abuse is something that needs more exposure. White said. “We 
need to expose it so we can find more solutions." 

White said he enjoys performing in front of any audience. The largest 
crowd he inspired was during a visit from the pope when White was asked 
to perform at Hart Plaza in Detroit. 

“Music is such an infectious thing,” White said. “I'm just grateful I can 
carry a tune. There are a lot of people who have the ability to write music, 
but they tend to take the short route to make money. 

“For me. I see it as a duty to make people aware of important issues such 
as child abuse.” 

White, who is a father of six children, said all parents will be able to 
relate to the Dare to Care tape. 

“I think the message is very clear for all parents to understand. White 
said. “A lot of us are from parents who are from the old school days where 
you 'Do as I say and not as I do.’ Children learn from experience and from 
"watching what their parents do. As parents, we have to learn to do more for 
our children. We have to love them and nurture them from the time they 
are born.” 

Martina said child abuse affects everyone even though it may not occur 

in even’ home. 

“It could be a neighbor’s child who plays with your child or perhaps your 
daughter will marry someone who was abused as a child Martina said.

“Everyone is affected in some way, and 
it’s time we hear the cries of the chil- 
dren that so often go unheard. We’re 
not just talking about physical abuse. 
Emotional abuse is just as damaging." 

What can be done to prevent child 
abuse? Martina said one of the best 
preventive methods is to talk about it. 

“We have to start recognizing the 
rights of children,” Martina said. “Par- 
ents have to realize that although they 
may come home stressed out from 
their work at the office, it doesn’t 
mean they can take it out on their chil- 
dren. 

“It’s important for us as parents to 
accept our limitations. We need to re- 
alize that we have to take a break once

in awhile. This tape is for all parents, grandparents and anyone 
who loves children.”

The monthly publication serves a readership of more than 
175,000 in the metropolitan area.

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Area man pleads guilty to 
unarmed robbery of store

A Westland man, who 
turned himself in to police af- 
ter committing an unarmed 
robbery outside a Westland 
drug store, pleaded guilty to 
the charge before Detroit Re- 
corder’s Judge Michael Sapala 
Tuesday. 

Robert Jeffrey Raines, 22, is 
scheduled to be sentenced on 
the charge June 14 and a sec- 
ond charge of larceny over 
$100 is expected to be dis- 
missed in accordance with a 
plea bargain agreement, ac- 
cording to court officials. 
Raines, who is being held on a 
$10,000 cash bond, could be 
sentenced to up to 15 years in 
prison on the unarmed rob- 
bery charge. 


While Westland police were 
in the process of investigating 
the April 11 unarmed robbery 
outside Perry Drugs store lo- 
cated at 31 162 Warren in West- 
land, Raines notified police 
that he committed the crime, 
Westland police Sgt. Marc 
Stobbe said. 

“He called the station and 
turned himself in. When we ar- 
rested him, he said he did it 
because he had a bad crack co- 
caine habit and was an alco- 
holic,” Stobbe said. 

The Westland robbery oc- 
curred around 9:40 p.m. when 
a 30-year-old Garden City wo- 
man was robbed of her purse 
containing credit cards and $5 
in cash, police reports said. 

The incident occurred after 
the victim returned to her car 
after shopping at the drug 


store, according to police. A 
man she had noticed on the 
pay telephone when she en- 
tered the building, ap 
proached her from behind and 
grabbed her purse as she be- 
gan to unlock her driver’s side 
door, police reports said. 

The woman began to strug- 
gle and scream and the per- 
petrator pushed her in the 
side and ran westbound 
through the parking lot and 
then northbound across War- 
ren Road with the victim’s 
purse in hand, police said. 

Raines also confessed to 
taking three shotguns from his 
father’s home in Lincoln Park 
around 1:35 p.m. on April 15. 
The defendant said he traded 
the weapons for crack cocaine, 
according to Lincoln Park po- 
lice Sgt. Tim Reedy. 


$21 million airport lighting, 
signage project announced

A massive $21 million air- 
field lighting and signage up- 
grade project will begin this 
summer at Detroit Metro Air- 
port, Wayne County Executive 
Edward H. McNamara an- 
nounced recently. 

“The project is made possi- 
ble because of the outstanding 
cooperation we have received 
from the airlines serving 
Metro customers and the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration 
(FAA),” McNamara said. 

The funds will be coming 
from the FAA and general rev- 
enue bonds, supported by the 
airlines, he said. 

The program that stresses 
quality and uniformity also^ 
has gotten the strong support’ 
of Northwest Airlines, which 


handles more than 70 percent 
of Metro Airport passengers. 

“The airport staff deserves 
credit for an excellent plan,” 
said Dan DeBord, Northwest 
regional director of airport af- 
fairs. “This is a well engi- 
neered project that further 
enhances Metro’s safety capa- 
bilities.” 

The revisions and replace- 
ments of airport lighting and 
signage will make older Metro 
runways and taxiways meet 
the same safety standards as 
those imposed on the new con- 
struction. 

Circuiting, regulators and 
signage on the four Metro run- 
ways will be reworked to 
match standards incorporated 
into the construction of the 
new Metro runway (9R/27L), 


which opened last November. 

“Among the most important 
elements of this project is the 
replacement of electrical reg- 
ulators for airfield lighting for 
which it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to find parts,” 
said Airport Director Robert 
Braun. 

Included will be revisions 
to taxi-way lighting, runway 
centerline lighting, edge light- 
ing and the replacement of 
nearly 350 signs. 

“Extensive coordination 
(during the two-year construc- 
tion project) will be required 
between airport operations, 
the control tower and the air- 
lines to safely execute the pro- 
ject and minimize disruption 
to air traffic,” said Charles 
Sherrill, Airport Operations 
Director.

Back by popular demand, 
Perilous Times is heading to the 
Fisher Theatre June 7-12. 

Perilous Times is one of the 
most explosive and compelling 
Gospel dramas to emerge from 
the Detroit theatrical scene in 
decades.

“I believe if you want to 
reach people with a real 
strong message, sometimes 
you have to go to where they 
are.” 

Raised in the Brewster pro- 
jects on the lower east side, 
Hemphill had a dream to help 
people. He graduated from De- 
troit Eastern High School and 
continued his education at 
Wayne State University where 
he achieved a degree in educa- 
tion. 

Hemphill was a teacher for 
eight years in the Detroit Pub- 
lic Schools. He took on the mu- 
sic and auditorium program 
voluntarily after the lack of 
funds prevented these pro- 


grams from continuing. It was 
through this experience that 
Hemphill said he developed 
his love for the theater and the 
stage. 

“By growing up in the 
Brewster Projects and teach- 
ing in the Detroit Public 
Schools, I got to see all of the 
blight of Detroit,” Hemphill 
said. “I felt if we were going to 
impact people, we have to 
bring a message to them which 
would change the nature of the 
place so that they would be in- 
terested in coming.”

(continued from A-3) 
just rubs off.” 

Packard attributes part of 
her success to the school dis- 
trict. 

“You can’t do this without 
the help of administration and 
the curriculum designed 
around you,” Packard said. 
“This is a safe place to learn 
and when you start living sci- 
ence (as designed in the cur- 
riculum), it just becomes part 
of you.” 

The Eastern Michigan 
alumnus will be crossing her 
fingers until early September, 
when the national awardees 
will be announced. Aside from 
the recognition, award recip- 
ients will receive an all- 


expense trip to Washington 
D.C. in the spring of 1995 and 
an educational grant. 

“The National Science 
Foundation will give the 
awardee’s school a $7,500 grant 
to be used over a three-year 
period to improve the science 
program,” said Packard. “I 
don’t know right now what 
we’d use the money for. I don't 
want to pull the cart before the 
horse and I’m trying to put it 
out of my mind in the mean- 
time." 

All state awardees will be 
honored by the state Depart- 
ment of Education at a recog- 
nition dinner in January 1995 
and at the Michigan Science 
Teachers Association confer- 
ence in Lansing one month 
later. 

Barresi is proud of Pack- 
ard’s accomplishments and be- 
lieves the award is not only a 


reflection of the teacher, but 
also the district. 

“Carol is one of many out- 
standing teachers in 
Plymouth-Cantcn. If she were 
to win the Presidential Award 
it would be a tribute to her and 
her teaching abilities, but also 
to the district who develops a 
curriculum that makes science 
come alive.” 

Although Packard’s teach- 
ing ability is just now being 
recognized by the state, a 
group of more important 
critics have already showed 
their appreciation. 

“We went on a field trip to 
the Howell nature center last 
week and my students told me 
I acted like a kid. When I asked 
them what about me made 
them think I acted like a kid, 
they said ‘anyone who picks up 
bugs with us is a kid’,” she 
said.
